could be used in the war. 


We spent for poison gas $116,000,000. Not a 


pound of American gas was ever fired in an 
American shell, and only about 100 tons' of 
American gas loaded in shells, ever reached the 
field dumps. 


The Government built threa picric-acid plants 


and seven plants to make phenol and acid re- 
quired by them. This was to furnish picric 
acid for the French, who desired it for explo- 
sives. . None of these -plants produced a pound 
cf anything that was used in the war. 
The 


plants cost us $35,000,000. -The French were to 
pay tho whole bill, but the War Department 
settled with France for $14,000,000. 


We spent $17,116,000 in constructing a port 


terminal at Charleston, S. C. It was built in 
an isolated swamp 10 miles up the Cooper river, 
where it was necessary to dredge to reach it. 
There' never was a pound of produce, a man, 
or an animal shipped either out of or in to this 
terminal during the war. 


We spent $127,661,000 for port terminals at 


Boston, Brooklyn, Newark, Philadelphia, Nor- 
folk, Charleston, and New Orleans.

them were not finished and none of them were 
used for anything except storage during the.

Almost as soon as the committee was ap-

THE RECORD 


I 


T WAS a prond day for Roy P. Wilcox, when on Monday 
February 21,191S he secured the adoption of his own amend 


ment to a resolution before the state senate, intended to smirch 
the reputation of Robert M. La Follette, and which no doubt he 
hoped would lead to the senator's impeachment, and his force* 
retirement fro^n public life. 


This was what Mr. Wilcox planned, and sought to carry on' 


for Wisconsin's most illustrious son, who for more than a scon 
of years had been fighting corrupt bossism, and the domination 
of government by organized wealth, who had performed such 
distinguished service for the university of this state, for the 
state itself, for the nation, and for humanity that he was known 
as one of the choice and master spirits of this age. 


But a few days ago when, a woman questioned Mr. Wilcox 


at ML Koreb as to his record in the senate two years ago he 
displayed much irritation an3 not a bit of pride concerning it. 


The record asked for, can be found in the Senate Journal, 


February 23 and 24, 191S. It will there appear that Mr. Wilcox 
was himself the author of the amendment to the resolution re 
lating to Wisconsin's" war work which singled out Senator" La 
FolJette for condemnation. 


In vain did Senator Hrrber and others protest that the state 


senate was not the place to try a United States senator, in vain 
did they point out that he had been misquoted and lied about. 
When he said "we had grievances against Germany" the press 
from Atlantic to Pacific quoted him as saying "we had no griev- 
ances against Germany." In vain did they point to his senate 
votes in support of war measures. 


Senator Wilcox's amendment was the second amendment 


to the resolution. The first amendment, by Senator Perry, was 
not drastic enough to suit Senator Wilcox. It lacked the words 
"denounce" and "incite sedition." 


Speaking on the resolution Senator Raber said: 
' 


When La Follette was governor I was for a time 


his confidential and private clerk. I came to know him 
intimately; the inner workings of his mind; the heart • 
of the man. 


I have followed his record from that day to this 


carefully and attentively. I know what that record is 
pretty well, better than most men know it. Often have 
I been in d-ouM as to the wisdom of his course; often 
have I differed with him, never have I doubted his mo- 
tives, and always it seemed to me his vision of the fu- 
ture 'justified his course. He has simply been ahead 
of his time, and has drawn the fire which those in the, 
rear have followed on to victory and gathered the 
fruits of his pioneering mind. ' 


Within the last few months I have seen him at- 


tacked most viciously; his motives impeached; his 
reputation defiled; his good name defamed. 


All these things have not come by chance nor'by 


popu-lar disagreement with his course. They have come 
by carefully laid plans, by conspiring to misrepresent 
and defame him. Back of this cons-piracy have been 
all the war profiteers that have so recently created a 
stanch in the nation that smells high to heaven. • • 
These truthful words fell on the dull, deaf ears of 22 sena- 


tors who confounded profiteering with patriotism, and Senator 
Wilcox closed the debate by asking his colleagues if they were 
j'or La Follette or for Wilson.
